area  reported  clear  skies  with  no  restrictions  to  visibility.  Me  stated  that, 
in  his  opinion,  the  weather  and  winds  would  be  very  similar  to  that  of  Charles 
ton,  West  Virginia  in  White  Sulphur  Springs  at  tJie  particular  time  the  object 
allegedly  was  sighted.  Ke  further  advised  that  he  could  not  account  for  the 
sighting  and  that  there  had  not  been  any  unusual  or  any  known  activity  that 
could  explain  the  sighting.
